In 1778, Sir George was conſtituted Admiral of the White, 
and the next year was appointed to the command of a 


large fleet, which was deſtined to the double ſervice of reliev- 


ing Gibraltar (then beſieged by the Spaniards), and then to 


proceed to the Weſt Indies, where he was to aſſume the chief 


command: the fleet {ailed from Spithead, December 1779, 


and on the 8th of January following Sir George fell in with 
fifteen fail of Spaniſh tranſports and merchant ſhips, laden with

coano of 64 guns, four ſtout frigates, and four ſmaller, every 
one of which were captured; and proceeding on his voyage to 
Gibraltar, on the 14th of the ſame month, he came up with 
the Spaniſh fleet commanded by Don Juan de Langara, and 

brought them to a cloſe engagement, in which the enemy 
were totally defeated, and the Admiral himſelf taken in the 

Pheœn of 80 guns and 700 men; as were alſo the San Julian 
of 70 guns and 6co men (Which afterwards went on ſhore and 
was loft); the San Eugenio of 50 guns and 600 men, after- 
wards loft in the ſameyay; the Monarcha of 20 guns and 
oo men; and the Diligente of the ſame force. The San Do- 
mingo, of 70 guns, blew up in the action; fo of eleven ſhips of 
the line and two frigates, which compoſed the Spaniſh fleet. 
Four of. the former were taken and preſerved ; two were loſt 
by tempeſtuous weather, after they were in the poſſeſſion of the 
Britiſh Admiral; one blew up; and the remaining four ſhips 
of the line and two frigates eſcaped. to Cadiz, carrying with 
them evident marks of that valour to which the others had

On the 29th of February, the thanks of the Houſe of Com- 
mons were unanimouſly voted to Sir George Rodney, for this 
great and important ſervice ; and the ſame teſtimony of grati- 
tude was, on the next day, offered by the Houſe of Lords; 
alſo, on the 6th of March, the freedom of the city of London 
was voted in Common Council, to be preſented to him in a 
gold box of an hundred guineas value: a compliment of the 
freedom of the city of Edinburgh having been previouſly paid. 
i Having performed this important ſervice, Sir George Rodney _ 
proceeded to Gibraltar, and having effectually relieved that 
garriſon Dy ſuccuurs of men and ſupplies of ammunition and 
and proviſions, and waited the return of 'a ſmall ſquadron, 
which he had diſpatched for the like purpoſes to Minorca, he- 
directed the principal part of the fleet to return to England, 
under the command of Admiial Digby ; and taking with him 
a certain number of ſhips, prepared to accompliſh the remain» 
ing part of his inſtructions, in retaforcirg the fleet in the Weſt _ 
Indies, and taking the chief command of it. 
Soon after his arrival on that ſtation, he offered the enemy

advancement of his qwn fortune. About 1610, he returned to 
England and ſettled in London; and, ſome time after, was 
elected a Common Council-man of that city (an office then

He was in no leſs eſteem with the. favourite 
Duke of Buckingham, who would often take him from the 
council-board in his coach, unto his own houſe in Vork- build- 
ings, and adviſe with him two or three hours together. He 
was one of the firſt that rigged out a ſhip for the diſcovery 
of the North-weſt paſſage; he was likewiſe one of the fir 
that planted in Barbadoes, where he buried above 10,000/. 
which in his time had no reſurreQion, though beneficial. to 
others. He was a great adventurer to Spain, France, the 
Canary Ifles, and Turkey (of which company he was like- 
wiſe free), to the Weſt-Indies, and ſeveral other parts of the 
World, where he employed much ſhipping and ſeamen to ths 
people's benefit, and advance of the King's revenues.

| rebellion. Mr. Rawdon's affection to the Crown was tod no- 
torious for him to expect fair quarter; therefore, in March 


1643, be went to Oxford, and offered his ſervice to the King, 


Who well knew his merit and intereſt, divers honeſt citizens 
having followed him. among whom was the famous Herbaliſt 


Johnſon, who was ſlain in thoſe civil wars. After a month's 
{tay at Oxford, at his own charge, he raiſed a regiment'of foot 
— likewiſe a troop of horſe, and was appointed governor of 

aſing-houſe in Hampfhire; and had not been long there be- 
fore he was beſieged by Sir William Waller, whom by his 
valour he drove from thence, foicing him to raiſe the fiege 
but Sir William, to recover his toſs and diſhonour, came again 


before it, in November following, with an army of 8000 horſe 


and foot; he fat dowu before it on Sunday morning, finging 
of pſalms; and on Monday, the 6th of November, began the 
aſſault with great and ſmall ſhot very fiercely, and continued 
till vo o'clock at night; and tha; afternoon, the enemy having 


poſſeſſed themſelves of the Grange, which confiſted of about 
twenty houſes that were very near the garriſon's outworks, 


Colonel Rawdon commanded them all to be ſet on fire, which 


was executed by his Lieutenant- colonel, the aforeſaid Johnſon, 
with good ſucceſs; they killed and burned about three hundred 

of Waller's men, and wounded above five hundred took from 
the enemy above one hundred muſkets, two braſs petards, with 


divers ſcaling ladders and other infiruments, and proviſion for 


war: the enemy on this wanting weapons, the beſieged had 


reſpite for. five days; but on the Sunday after, a ſtorm being 
olved on, Colonel Rawdon cauſed his men to be ready, and 
to keep cloſe till they came up to the gates, where he had 


ſome drakes ready loaden with eaſe ſhot; and when the enemy 


came, he cauſed the gates to be opened, diſcharged them ſud- 


denly, and wich his men beat them back with a ſtrange diſor- 
der to their total overthrow. In this encounter it is thought 


they killed them near 3000 men; amongſt Sir William Wal- 


 ler's ſoldiers was the green regiment, formerly commanded by 


Colonel 
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Colonel Radon, when be lived in London, and till then knew 
not what it was to fight againſt him; many of them, as it is 
reported, deſerted Sie William, and could never be perſuaded 

to fight any more againſt the Colonel, who had not in his 
garriſon above five hundred fighting men, but they were choſen _ 
and ſtout. There were few of them in this fight but had a 
number of great and ſmall ſhot about their ears; but it pleaſed 
| God ſo to order it, that only two wete killed, and about 
twelve wounded. In this ſiege, they had ſpent their ſmall 
Mot, and were forced to take lead from the tops of the turrets, 
to make bullets, which the Lady Marchioneſs of Wincheſter, 
to her great commendation, with her gentlewomen and maids, 
buſied themſelves in caſting, towards their ſupplies, while the 
men defended the works. e e e, 
Of the ſucceſs of this laſt day's fight the Colonel ſent an ex- 
preſs to the King at Oxford, who with the Queen, at the re- 
ceipt of it, were well pleaſed, and liberally rewarded the meſ- 
ſenger, commanding à perſonal account from the Colonel 
himſelf; whereupon in a few days the Colonel, attended the 
King, kiſſed his hand, and was received with this welcome; 
« My honeſt citizen, I give you thanks for your good 
ſervice you have done me; and withal commanded him to 
draw his ſword, which done, the King took it in his hand, 
and, in preſence of many of his nobles and gentry, ſad; 
« This ſword hath got you honour; aud ſhall give it you,” 
and ſo bidding him kneel down, conferred on him the honour

unknown to him till he pulled off his cloathes. On May 13, 
1644, he had letters of ſafe conduct, and was ſent the King's 
agent into Portugal; where being arrived, that Prince ſent his 
coach to introduce him into court, and at his audience the 


| King of Portugal was extremely pl-aled at the King of Eng- 


land's choice, in ſending ſuch a perſon, whoſe great character 
he had heard before, while the Colonel was in his dominiogs. 
Upon his diſpatches home, after great compliments, that King 
preſented him with a ſhip, commanding it to be well fitted, 
and gave him leave to lade her with ſaltpetre, which was one 
of the chiefeſt occaſions of his coming. He returned to Eng- 
land by the way of Ireland, and landing at Padſtow in Corn- 
well, thence waited on bis Majeſty at Oxford, to give him the 
Portugueſe anſwers, and a verbal account of what paſſed; here 
he kiſſed the King's hand; and, was told that he came over in 
a very good time, and was promiſed that his ſervices ſhould: not 
be forgotten, and was ſent to relieve his father, then beſieged 
at Baſing, The May following, viz. 1645, by letters patent 
under the ſignet, then made, he was made Conſul of all Por- 
tugal, and the iſles thereunto belonging, a place of reputation 
and benefit, being worth 1 5c. per ann. However, he never 
enjoyed it, another ſurreptitiouſy having obtained the broad 
ſeal for the ſame, and the King ignorantly impoſed on. While 
the King was at Holmby, who there eſpied him, he followed 
his royal perſom as near as he could, {till attending him, for 
the King deſired it of him, telling him he was a good man, 
and to that effect, that, if God bleſſed him, he would be an 
huſband to the Lady Rawdon his mother, and a father to his 
children, for his and Sir Marmaduke's loyalty, He was at 
Hampton Court, when Cromwell ſwore and proteſted to the 
King, not an hair of his head ſhould periſh; uſing many de- 
luding expreſſions and tears at the ſame time. He likewiſe 
waited upon the King, at the treaty of the iſle of Wight, and 
was continually employed in private meſſages betwixt the 
King and the honeſt party in London, which had coſt. bim his 
life, had he beep diſcovered, and was then in the city to have 
hindered Fairfax's marching his army through it, or to have 
dilated it.

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could, or was able to aſſiſt him, he retired to 
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ſuffer; ſo having ſtaid with the good Ling as long as he

his brother and kinſman, the two Marmaduke Rawdons. 
After two years ſtay at the Canaries, being furniſhed by his bro - 
tber and kinſman, he ſailed for Barbadoes, and recovered there, 
through the juſtice of his cauſe, Rawdon's plantation, and 
Fiſher's Pond, part of the eſtate of Sir Marmaduke his father, 
which had been unworthily detained, in breach of truſt, b 
Captain Hoddip, formerly ſervant to Sir Marmaduke; and now 
ſettling here, he ſent for his wife, and made good improve- 
ment of his fortune; though getting the cquntry diſtemper, 
for his better health, anno 1658, he went with merchandize 
to Leghorn, and there, inſtæead of making his quarentine before 
his Janding, had that favour, it was reduced only ta four days; 
ſo after four days he came aſhore, Whilſt he ſtaid in thoſe 
parts, the gentlemen preſented him to the Duke of Florence, 
who greatly reſpected him for his allegiance to his ſovereign, 
and offered his own doctor for the Colonel's better recovery of 
his health, and at an uſual yearly hunting the Duke preſented 
him with wines and veniſon. From hence he travelled to 
Rome, Venice, and divers other cities; which having viewed, 
de returned for Barbadoes ; but in his paſſage his men were 
betrayed in Barbary, putting in there for freſh water, and 
himſelf,” not long aſter, made priſoner by the Spaniards of 
Majorca, and carried on board the Admiral of Spain, who, 
in retaliation of a ſhip of theirs, taken by one of Cromwell's 
. frigates, and their men murdered therein, intended to ſacri- 
_ tice the Colonel by ſhooting him to death; but he repreſent- 
ing that he was as much Cromwell's enemy as they were, as 
having always fought againſt him, and the rebels and mur- 
derers of his King, they were ſomewhat appeaſed, and ſet him 
_ aſhore at the Strait's mouth, - whence they had ſixty miles to 
go, pennyleſs, and almoſt ftript, to Cadiz. Anno 1662, after 
the King's Reſtoration, he ſold his effects in Barbadoes, and 
returned with his family for England. The Earl of Briſtol, 
nis old friend, introduced him into court, told King Charles II. 
his own and father's ſervices; the King gave him his hand 
to kiſs, acknowledged himſelf ſenſible of their merit, and pro- 
miſed favours the firſt opportunity: the Conſulſhip of Portu- 
gal was what he. aimed at, but neither that was reſtored to | 
him, nor any conſideration otherwiſe.

Accordingly, the next day, they fell on 
that ſmall party in that open town, but were received with 
ſo much bravery and reſolution, that they were, often repulſed 
with great Joſs ; however, they continued their aſſault till 
night, by which time, it pleaſed God to give that handful of 
men a miraculous delivery, by a complete victory under the 
command of Mr, Rawdon ; although the enemy, during the 


action, fired and burned moſt part ot the town : fifteen hundred 


of them were found ſlain in the ſtreets and» adjoining fields, 

with the loſs of not above forty of the Protcftauts, but many 

were wounded, among whom Mr. Rawdon was ſhot in his 

right hand, and had two horſes killed under him; ſuch, 

was his valour and conduct; and ſo much were the men 1

Mr. Rawdon continued in the army, and ſerved with good 
ſucceſs in many marches; within the provinces of Vifter, 
Leinſter, and Connaught; in taking ſeveral towns and garriſons, 
in relieving and preſerving many hundred Proteſtants that were 
. priſoners; and continued to perform many extraordinary ſer- 
vices, in the qualities of Serjeant-major and Major of the 
horſe, having the conſtant command of all the cavalry in 
Ulſter, in the field, conſiſting of twenty-one troops, and being 
the only field officer of horſe attending the ſervice in that pro- 
vince, until the Iriſh were totally ſubdued. After the death 
of King Charles I. though General Monck (who was his in- 
timate friend) importuned him to take a regiment of horſe to 
| ſerve in Scotland, yet obſerving the iniquity of thoſe times, 
he choſe rather to lead a private life, and wait the reſtoration 
of the royal family, which he not only wiſhed to ſee, but was 
very inſtrumental in promoting; for, ſome time before that 
. event, he repaired to General Monck in Scotland, with whom 
he had all along kept a private correſpondence, and was one of 
the few he let into the ſecret of his deſigns, who deſired him 
at his return into Ireland, to ſound the affeQions of the people 
towards the King, For which purpoſe, he promoted the call- 
ing a convention of the nobles and gentry ; and was employed 
into England, with aſſurance of theit r and that the 
atmy there was at his err th diſpoſal ; which intelligence 
was tranſniitted to Breda, where the King and court then 
reſided.

_ Ordericus Vitalis, the Norman hiſtorian, gives the following 

⁊ccount of the manner in which this Earl of Mellent zcquired 
poſſeſſion of the property of Ivo de Grentemeſnil. The faid

much miſchief; and being, thiough the King's exceffive indig- 
nation towards him, fined at a vaſt ſum, he adirefled*himfelf to 

this Earl of Mellent, who was the chief in the King's Council, 
hoping by his means to obtain ſome favours who thereupon 
cCunningly adviſed him to perform a long pilgrimage; for 


etfecting of which, he would advance him 500 marks of ſilver,

In the forty-fifth Henry I. aſſociating to himſelf Hugh de 
Mlonttort (anceſtor to the Barons Montfort of Beldeſert in the 
county of Warwick), who had married Adelina his daughter, 


and ſome other great men, notwithſtanding the favours he had i 


received from King Henry, he entered Normandy in an hoſ- 
tile manner, but, being encountered by William de Tankerville, 

was taken priſoner, and by him delivered up captive to the 
Engliſh King. Theſe are the moſt remarkable of his actions 


which are tranſmitted to us; and the following general charac- 
ter is given hm by an eminent author of the time. This

order, catled De Pratis, in the ſuburbs of Leiceſter, 'in honour

BY it, partly with the poſſeſfions which his father had "beſtowed 


upon thoſe fecular canons by him founded within the eaſtle of 
- Leiceſter, but with much more of his own free gift. 
Tie likewiſe founded the abbey of Gerondon, in Leiceſter- 
Wie, for Ciſtercian Monks; and the monaſtery of Nun Eaton, 
in Warwickſhire, for nuns; alfo the priory of Luffleld, in 
Northatnptonſhire, for Benedictine monks; all which he liberally 
endowed with lands and ample rexen nde. 
"He was a great benefactor to the monks of St. Ebrulf's, at 
-Utjca in Normandy, freeing them from the payment of tythes 
"for their lands and improvements in Leiceſterſhire ; as well in 
he foreſt of Leiceſter, as elſewhere, acquitting them for any 
Herbage or paunage for 100 hogs, either in that foreſt or other 
incloſed lands: he alſo gave them nine burgages within the 
Walls of Leiceſter, and five without; with the tythes of all his 
_ own demeſn lands in that town; alſo the churches of Belgrave 
k. Clenfeud, with two yard lands, the chape.s of Branteſton 
Ani Keteby, with the tythes, and other appurtenances in Irkin-

Widerlley, Atretune, Huptune, and Draitone; and alſo the 
church of Hecham, with the chapel of Lindley, in Leiceſter- 
ſhire; whereupon thoſe monks made Hinckley a cell to that 
foreign monaſtery, „%% 

To the monks. of Bec, in Normandy, he gave the lordſhip 
of Chinchebirick ; to the guns of Godſtow, in Oxfordſhire, he 
gave three pounds per annum in Halſo. To the canons of 
Bully, in Northamptonſhire, he granted fuel for their fire out 

of his wood called Ighev, as much as rey could carry with one 

cart twice every day, from Eaſter till Michaelmas, with free- 
dom of toll for whatever they ſhould buy or ſell in the market 
of Leiceſter. And to the Knights Templars, he gave a mark 
yearly rent iſſuing out of the mill at Scheravene. | 


He took to wife Amicia daughter to Ralph de Waet Earl of % 


Norfolf, who, after the death of her uncle William de Bretvil, 
brought Lira, Glot, Bretvil, and many other lands in Normandy 
to her hufband; but, after a while, ſhe quitted all her intereſt 
in Bretvil to Philip King of France, in exchange for the caſtie 
of St. Leodegar in Aquiline, and all Aquiline. She gave to 
the monks of Lira one ounce of gold at Pont St. Piere in Nor- 
mandy, and fifteen ſhillings Nn yearly, for the health of 
the foul of William de Bretvil her brother; on the canons of 
Leiceſter ſhe beſtowed lands of four pounds per annum value, 
in Everlas. - And by the conſent of the Earl her huſband, after 
he had taken the habit of a Canon Regular in the Abbey of 
. Leiceſter, became a nun in the Monaſtery of Nun-Eaton. 
By the ſaid Amicia he had iſſue Robert, his ſucceſſor, and 
two daughters, viz. Iſabel, firſt married to Simon St. Liz, Earl 
of Huntingdon ;j ſecondly, to Gervaſe Paganel 3 and Hawiſe, 
wife to William Earl of Glouceſter. : „ 
This great Earl, it is ſaid, lived fifteen years a Canon Regu- 
lar in his Abbey of Leiceſler, and departing this life in that 
Habit, anno 1167, was buried on the ſouth ſide of the choir;

borrowed what money he could, and obtained licence to go 
beyond fea, upon making oath to be loyal to the King; yet

yours for full four days, and was aſſiſted by Hugh Bigor, Earl 
of Norfolk; whereupon he marched to Hagenet, and took that

In 1177, 23 Hen. II. in that great council, then. held at

by the King, the Barons, and the principal perſons engaged in 


the quarrel, The cauſe was heard in an aſſembly at Amiens, 
where Lewis awarded, that the proviſions of Oxford ſhould be 


annulled; that the King ſhould have all the rights and preroga-

The King, upon his return in 1537, having an entire con- 
fidence in the loyalty and fidelity of this Earl, conftituted him 
Lieutenant of the north, and Captain-general of the forces 
which were raiſed to oppoſe the Engliſh, who had entered the 
borders, under the command of Sir Robert Bowes, to whom 
he gave a total defeat at Haldenry, Sir Robert being taken 
priſoner, 5 e „ 125 
King Henry VIII. then ſent a much greater force to invade 
the borders, under the command of the Duke of Norfolk; but 
the Earl of Huntly, by his prudence, dextrous conduct, and 
frequent ſkirmiſhes, prevented the Duke from making any 
conſiderable progrels, or doing much injury to the country.

King James died in December 1542, leaving only a daughter, 
Mary, but a few days old, ta inherit the throne ; and the Earl 
of Angus being appoigted Governor of the kingdom, the Ear!
